After reviewing applicant's amendment, arguments and conducting an updated 
search none of the cited prior arts alone or in combination discloses the claimed 
invention having the recited limitations of independent claim 4. 

Regarding claim 4, 

None of the cited prior arts discloses the claimed structural combination of 
independent claim 1 , in particular having at least a part of said semiconductor 
distributed Bragg reflector being formed of a layer of small refractive index of Al x Gai- x As 
(0<x<1 ) and a layer of large refractive index of Al y Gai- y As (0<y<x<1 ), 
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, filed on

said lower reflector being formed of a first lower reflector having a low-refractive 
index layer of AlAs and a second lower reflector formed on said first lower reflector, said 
second lower reflector having a low-refractive index, layer of AIGaAs, and 

a part of said spacer layer comprises (Al a Gai- a )blni- b P (0<a<1, 0<b<1), said 
quantum well active layer comprises Ga c lni- c Pd Asi-d (0<c<1, 0<d<1), and said barrier 
layer comprises Ga e lni. e Pf Asi- f (0<e<1 , 0<f<1 ).
